Ald. J. W. Bengough is a dis- 
appointed Liberal. In 1896 Mr. 
Bengough published a poem call- 
ing upon us all to vote for Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and his candi- 
dates.

Corruption’s victim and monopoly’s 
slave? 

Shall these rich acres never know the 
plow, 

Nor smile with harvests forthe sons of 
want? 

But evermore be held in vassalage, 

The barren prize of speculation 

gaunt?” 


Miss Canada, in the poem, ap- 
pealed frequently for help. “‘Have 
I noson to rescue me?” she finally 


ejaculated, and it turned out that]. 


she really had a son, for, says 
Mr. Bengough, in his poem, 
her prayer was answered and 


“Up sprang a hero from the soil, 
And Wilfrid Laurier stood at her right 
hand.” 

This was in 1896. After an in- 

teresting experience of Sir Wil- 
frid, Mr. Bengough writes again 
—this time in prose. He has read 
of Sir Wilfrid's grant of 250,000 
acres of land to Mr. Adamson, M. 
P., at $1 an acre, and of the fact 
that the recipient is selling again 
at from $8 to $10 an acre, and he 
says to Sir Wilfrid: 
**I find it difficult*to express my 
sense of the folly and wickedness 
of the policy now in vogue~a 
policy whivh deliberately puts the 
public heritage in the hands of 
outsiders, so that the drones may 
legally absorb the natural rev- 
enue. 

‘Can any man allege that these 
land companies perform any use- 
ful function connected with pro- 
duction? . 

‘*Are they not simply parasites? 

Can genuine statesmanship 
tolerate their existence? 

‘*I do not know what the feel- 
ing of your own heart may be on 
the subject—the greatest by far 
that is before the public to-day in 
real importancs—but for my part, 
as a lover of my country, and of 
the men and women who are 
coming into it, to be my fellow- 
Canadians, I denounce, in the 
name of God and hymanity, this 
legalized system of heartless 
robbery.’’ 

It will be observed that Ald. 
Bengough has been disillusioned. 
He has discovered that the hero 


.| who sprang from the soil to stand 


at the right hand of Miss Canada 
was an imposter, and, like an 
honest man, he denounces the 
foily and wickedness, and the 


legalized system of heartless 


robbery of which this gentleman 
is guilty. What Mr. Bengough 
has done with his pen every other 
good citizen should do with his 
vote. 


“These Men Loved Darkness 
Rather than Light.” 


On May 30, 1906, Mr. Borden 
moved in Parliament for a select 
committee of nine for the follow- 
ing purposes :— 

1.—To enquire into the man- 
agement, alienation, and disposal 
of the Crown lands of Canada.

A Toronto despatch says: 


“The Grits received several 
hard bumpe today,which indicate 
how the wind is setting. Hon. 
Richard Harcourt, who was their 
nominee in Haldimand, declined 
to accept the nomination. Their 
nominee in East Lambton has not 
yet agreed to stand, and even 
Geo. D. Grant, M.P., who defeat- 
ed Hon. Geo. E. Foster in 1902, 
and who romped in at the general 
election in 1904, declared today 
that he might not run again in 
North Ontario, although he was 
planed in nomination nearly 
twelve months ago. : 

“Up to date there are many 
ridings, especially in eastern 
Ontario, where the Grits have no 
one in the field. With the ex- 
ception of Hon. Mr. Graham,who 
ay be elected in Brockville, and 


‘Wm. Harty, M.P., who may run 


again in. Kingston, (but this is 
doubtful), it is unlikely that a 
single Ontario Grit will be elected 
to parliament along the lake and 
river front between Toronto. and 
Montreal. : 

‘In this city the Liberals are 
almost without newspaper sup- 
port. Four out of the six daily 
papers are straight out Tory in 
this campaign, including the 
News and. Telegram, heretofore 
independent. The Star leans to- 
wards Laurier. The Globe is the 
Grit organ and has been since 
the days of Geo. Brown and be- 
fore confederation. It is signifi- 
cant, however, that the Globe is 
not featuring politics either as 
news or editorially. It seems to 
be in a trance since the last pro- 
vincial elections. At that time it 
claimed that McKay would sweep 
the province and he only carried 
17 seats out of 106. In this cam- 
paign itis less extravagant and 
is content to say that Laurier will 
have at least ten majority in the 
next parliament. To bring this 
about the Globe and its friends 
take for granted a solid Quebec. 

“The only betting offered by 
local Grits on the result in Ontario 
is even money that Laurier will 
carry 25 seats in the province. 
This concedes an increase in the 
Conservative majority in Ontario 
of twenty-eight. In short the 
Grits are prepared to lose fourteen 
of their members from this pro- 
vince.”’ 


Why Should the Government 
Receive a Renewal of 
Public Confidence? 


A former editor of the Toronto 
Globe, the chief Liberal organ, 
makes this scathing arraignment 
of grafter Liberalism as practised 
by the Ottawa aggregation of 
grasshoppers: 

‘The electors in tne contest 
which is at hand will not deal 
with the faults and failures of the 
Conservative government, which 
was defeated twenty years ago. 

They will:deal with the record 
of the Laurier administration and 
with the claims advanced in its 
behalf for a continuance of office. 

When one-group of politicians 
have held power for three parlia- 
ments, their lease should not be 
renewed except for very weighty 
reasons. 

In this case such reasons do not 
appear. 

The argumente to the contrary 
have overwhelming force and 
validity. 

It is not contended that the 
government’s record is whohy 
barren and evil, or that the coun- 
try would go to ruin even if it 
should again succeed in the con- 
stituencies. 

It is-conterided that the goy- 


i 


ernment has become feeble, and 
that many of its acts cannot be 
defended. 

If the nation was well served by 
achange of goveinment twelve 
years ago, a change now would 
be at least equally in the public 
interest. 

By the very arguments which 
overthrew the Conservative gov- 
ernment the Laurier administra- 
tion is condemned. 

All over-the country contracts 
have been handed over to groups 
of sneculative politicians organ- 
ized into companies in order to 
receive public money. 

The sale of supplies to the de- 
partments has been confined to 
supporters of the government 
with the lamentable results ex- 
posed by parliamentary com- 
mittees and the civil service com- 
mission. 

It has been assumed that the 
public taxes were the private 
treasure of ministers and the 
whole object has been to use the 
public money in order to streng- 
then the party organization and 
to array a great army of mercen- 
aries behind the administration. 

With an enormous annual in- 
come’ produced by a revenue- 
making tariff, the debt has not 
been decreased. The annual ex- 
penditure has been ‘increased 
from $43,000,000 to $112,000,000. 
Weare face to facein a time of 
falling revenues with huge bor- 
rowings in the world’s ‘money 
markets. 

No one need doubt that the 
country will be equal to the 
strain, but we may not escape 
serious temporary embarrass- 
ment, and we shall be short hand- 
ed for great constructive enter- 
prises which with careful man- 
agement we could have faced 
with a full treasury. 

While all classes of the people 
are forced to practice a severe 
economy and the banks .wisely 
and resolutely support the fabric 
of commercial credit the govern- 
ment squandeis with reckless 
prodigality. oe 

There have been gross abuses 
in administration. 

There has been a deplorable 
want of foresight in financial 
policy. 

There has been an ostentatious 
neglect,of the chief reforms to 
which the Liberal leaders pledged 
themselves in opposition. 

In face of all this, why should 
the government receive a renewal 
of public confidence, and the 
Conservative leaders be excluded 
for sixteen or seventeen years 
from the treasury benches?’’

Some Curious Facts About the Size 
of Wings and Bodies. 

Iv fhe attempt to discover some unl- 
versul luw of bird fight sclentists buve 
disclosed concerning a number of spe- 
‘Jes uo most puzzling paradox, perhaps 


the must mysterious of the enlgmas 
{hat the subject presents. It is that in 
4 number of birds and Insects the size 


of the wings decreases In propordon to 
the Iucrease in size of the body of the 
fiying creature. The Australian crage, 
for instance, weighs over JOU thwes 
more than the sparrow, but In propor 
then hus only one-seventh the wing 
‘ yoen of the smaller bird. 
| This curious fact Is equally striking 
i 
the gnat were increased in size until ft 
was us large as the Anstralian crane 
und if the wings of the insect were 
enlarged to maljutain the proportion 
they now bear to its body they would 
be about 150 times larger than the 
crane's. 

It requires 3.62 square feet of wing 
area per pound to flozt the bank swal- 
low, but to sustain the tawny vulture, 
& monstrous bird in comparison, re- 
quires only .68 of a square foot of 
wing surface per pound of body. The 
albatross, weighing eighteen pounds, 
has na sprend of wing of eleven feet 
six inches, while the trumpeter swan, 
weighigg twenty-cight pounds, has a 
spread of wing of only elght feet. The 
stork weighs elght times more ‘aan 
the pigeon, but in proportion bas only 
half ns much wing surface.—Every-. 
body's Magazine.
